THE STATES REORGANISATION (REMOVAL OF DIFFICUL¬ 
TIES) ORDER NO. 3, 1956 

In' exercise of the powers conferred by section 128 of the States 
Reorganisation Act, 1956 (37 of 1956), the President hereby makes 
the following Order, namely:— 


1. (1) This Order may be called the States Reorganisation 
(Removal of Difficulties) Order, No. 3. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. The power conferred on the Chief Justice of the High Court 
at Nagpur by sub-section (2) of section 59 of the States Reorganisa¬ 
tion Act, 1956, to certify proceedings pending in that High Court 
immediately before the 1st November, 1956, to be proceedings which 
ought to be heard and decided by the High Court of Bombay shall, 
after that date, be exercisable by the Chief Justice of the High Court 
of Madhya Pradesh; and the provisions of the said section shall apply 
to the proceedings so certified as they apply to proceedings certified 
under sub-section (2) of that section.
